1. During reference (a) it was learned that the NPDES

permit prohibits the surface discharpge of wastewater described
in reference (b). As discussed in reference (a), Mr. Holdaway
stated the pit could be used if soil conditions would allow
percolation. However, he recommended the wash water be con-
tainerized and transported to a sewage treatment plant for
disposal.

2. Inspections and percolation tests conducted during refer-
ence (¢) indicate a spodic horizon (hard pan) which prevents
percolation.

3., Based on requirements in reference (a) and test results
in reference (c), it is recommended the request to build
